My friend Miss Gibbon of the Mint, is boarding in the same house with me at Point 
Pleasant. 


She has a very sore finger from a slight wound, but much aggravated by a run down 
system. 


She was obliged to call in a physician, Dr. Taylor of Phila., Dr. Weir Mitchell’s 
Assistant, who has a cottage here. 


He opened the finger this morning and put her hand and arm in splints — he sent a 
certificate of her case to the Head of her Department. 


But she felt that if you heard from her personally, (through me, for she cannot use her 
right hand) you would understand that it was from no desire to prolong her vacation, but an 
absolute necessity, as she would be of no early use in the Mint till her finger is better. 


The Doctor is very encouraging and she herself has hopes that she will soon be able to 
resume her duties.
